— It is now 
certain that two bills affecting the 
coinage will be introduced. 
'The 
anti-silver 
men 
have 
abandoned 
their effort to agree upon a plan of 
campaign and will introduce a bill 
simply to repeal the purchase clause 
of the Sherman law. 
The advocates of silver coinage 
will adhere to the caucus program 
and introduce a measure repealing 
the Sherman law by enacting a free 
coinage measure.

the city council, against the ordin­ 
ance introduced last Nlonday night 
to appropriate $500 of city funds to 
aid the strikers. 
Crowe and the 
Butler Bros, have been outspoken 
against the strike, and have thereby 
incurred the enmity of the leaders. 
No action has yet l>een taken by 
any of the firms. 
A big mass meeting of the strikers 
will be held here to-morrow and ad­ 
dressed by President Walters and 
others. 
Work continues at all the 
shafts which have been started up 
and new men are going in daily. 
The output of coal is running from 
forty to fifty cars per day, 
and the 
companies claim they will easily run 
100 cars per day next week.

Mßiseovered in a St. Louin Honpital 
Hin Mind Said to Be 
A fTeeted, 


East Tuesday’s D e m o c r a t refer­ 
red to the mysterious disappearance 
of a former Sedalian from his home 
in St. l.ouis, the unfortunate man 
being J. Y. Leveridge, 
who was a 
clerk in the M., K. & 
offices here 
for quite a period. 
Regarding the 
case, the St. Louis P o s t - c h of 
last evening had the following: 
East Saturday morning at at early 
hour Officer Hess of the Fifth dis­ 
trict saw a man wandering about in 
a half demented condition at the 
corner of Gravois avenue and Delor 
street. 
When the man was taken 
to the Four courts by the oflicer he 
gave his name and address as James 
Y. l.everidge of 1554 Papin street. 
About 2 o’clock on the afternoon 
of the same day Mr. Charles Stew­ 
art called at the Four courts and 
requested the police to ascertain 
the whereabouts of James Y. L ever­ 
idge who had disappeared the day 
before and had not been seen since. 
Although the police had the miss­ 
ing man in their custody several 
hours, the disappearance of Lever­ 
idge, together with a description of 
him was sent out to the different 
police stations. 
On 
the 
same 
day 
the 
¡lolice 
thought it advisable to have 
the 
mental condition of their half-de­ 
mented prisoner inquired into and 
Dr. Warren G. Priest was accord­ 
ingly called to the four courts. 
He 
examined Mr. 
Leveridge and had 
him committed to the city hospital 
for 
further 
examination. 
In the 
meantime the police officers were 
searching high and low for the miss­ 
ing 
T.evericige. 
Leveridge is the 
son-in-law of Mr. 
Henry 
Pitcher, 
the manufacturer 
of 
sash, 
doors 
and blinds at 510 
Soutli Seventh 
street, ami is a brother-in-law of 
Mr. Curtis Jennings, of the lumber 
firm of Berthold 
Jennings. 
He 
is veiy prominent among railway 
employes. For the ¡last seven yeais 
he has been cmyloyed in the capac­ 
ity of record clerk, in the auditing 
department of the M., 
K. 
\\ 
road. 
This ilepartment was form­ 
erly located at Sedalia, Mo., and 
Leveridge worked and resided there 
with his family. 
About two weeks 
ago the management of the M., K. 
<S: T. decidetl to transfer the audit­ 
ing department of the company to 
St. 
Louis. 
Mr. 
Leveridge 
was 
given a furlough of one month in 
order to bring his family and be­ 
longings to St. l.ouis and secure a 
home. 
Mr. 
Leveridge, 
together 
with his wife and 
four 
children, 
came to St. Louis 
about 
a week 
ago and temporarily located at 1554 
Papin street. 
Last Wednesday, after his house­ 
hold and business affairs were pretty 
well straightened, 
he thought he 
would take a trip into the country. 
He went on a visit to the residence 
of Mr. Henry Miller at Webster, in­ 
tending to remain there two days. 
On Friday morning at 
10 o’clock 
after breakfasting wjth the Miller 
family he left the 
house, 
stating 
that 
he would return 
for dinner 
about noon. 
He did not return at 
noon and after a couj) le of hours 
had passed and he was still absent, 
search was made throughout W eb­ 
ster, 
but 
no 
trace of 
Leveridge 
could be found. 
A telephone mes­ 
sage 
was sent to his folks in St. 
Louis to the effect that he was miss­ 
ing, but it was misunderstood. 
His disappearance was not known 
to his family until Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
But as stated above the police 
had picked him up and sent him to 
the city hospital and were not aware 
of his identity, 
although he had 
given his right name, and they were 
afterward asked to locate him. 
On 
Monday 
the 
relatives and 
friends of Leveridge became very 
anxious. 
The police having found 
no trace of him. one of his friends 
in the M., K. & T. 
office suggested 
to the 
family 
that it would be a 
good idea, 
as a last resort, to in­ 
quire 
at 
the 
city 
hospital. 
On 
Monday morning about 10 o’clock 
Harry, the eldesc son of the missing 
man, visited the city hospital and 
found »his father an inmate. 
The 
joy 
of 
the son upon 
finding his 
father 
was 
beyond 
description. 
The father was quite illl, 
however, 
and could not be removed to his 
home. 
He 
will 
probably be re­ 
moved to the Sedalia hospital to­ 
night. 
Mr. Curtis Jennings, 
speaking of 
the case, 
said: 
“ 
1 think that Mr. 
Leveridge’s disappearance was due 
to 
an 
attack 
of paresis. 
Some 
time ago he began to have trouble 
with an abcess on his side, and in 
treating him the doctor gave him 
belladonna and arsenic. 
I think he 
has increased the dose since to the 
injury of his mind. 
He certainly 
has lost his memory.”

The welfare of the 
nation, the 
speaker said, 
depended upon the 
welfare of its laboring classes, and 
the question before the meeting was. 
what had best be done under the 
circumstances. 
T he colonel thought the city and 
county officials should be impressed 
with the seriousness of the situation 
and should be petitioned to have as 
much public work as possible done 
instead of sitting down and doing 
nothing because of “ hard times.” 
He 
also thought private citizens 
should inaugurate enterprises of dif­ 
ferent kinds in behalf of the unem­ 
ployed. 
In concluding his remarks, 
Col. 
Van Wfsker stated that his attention 
had been called to several cases of 
actual suffering because of the ina­ 
bility of the head of the family to 
obtain work, and he had been ap­ 
prised of one man having sold a 
portion of his household effects that 
very day in order that he might pur­ 
chase bread for his wife and babies. 
Ten minute talks were then in­ 
vited from the audience, and among 
those who responded were Col. Rit­ 
ter, J. H. Kuykendall, W. R. H u n ­ 
ger, Judge Bailey, 
Mr. Jones and 
David Lindsay. 
No plan of opera­ 
tion was formulated, 
however, and 
adjournment was had until to-mor­ 
row night, 
when another meeting 
will be held at the court house.
